This decision, It will be observed, 


covers several important points in- 
volving the question of strikes, lioy- 
cotis and intimidation. But the main 
feature is the fact that the whole 
controversy was caused hy the refus- 
al of the company to close Its shop 
against all hou-tinlyn men. There Is 
no iiiie.stlon-whatever that the closed 
shop issue which tho labor organiza- 
tions are pushing so vigorously, is 
the one demand made by the labor 
organizations which Is contributing 
most largely to the growth of un un 
tasonlslle public opinion.

which. Is going on throughout the 
country would have comparatively lit- 
tle significance but' for this Issue of 
closed shop which' brings to. It n 
large measure of public support. As 
u whole, it may be sold that the peo- 
ple of tho United States .are with 
the labor unions BO far as their or- 
ganization irf concerned, and in res- 
pect to their demand for better wages 
and better conditions of work, both 
of which produce a higher quality 01 
product. 
But when they go ao (ar 


ns to seek -an absolute monopoly ol 
labor by demanding of their employ- 
era that no one not a member of the 
unions shall bu employed, they strike 
at thu Hi'iitlmcnt of fair play and love 
of liberty which prevails among the 
great body of thu px-ople.
